Ex-Senator’s 
Could Not Stop at the 
tropolitan—A Similar 
Story of the 
Astor. 


A “correspondent of the Tribune, 
writing from New York, addresses that 
paper in exposure of an abuse which has 
become quite too common. Ie thus 
writes: 

On Thursday last a lady residing at De- 
troit, a daughter of a late United States 
senator, and a person of culture and high 
social standing, came to this city to spend 
a few days. She had been visiting friends 
in Massachusetts, and stopped here on 
ler way home. Being a widow she trav- 
eled alone, from necessity rather than 
choice. 

She arrived late in the afternoon, 
and went to the Metropolitan Hotel, 
which she reached at about six 
o'clock. A servant met her at the 
carriage door and conducted her to the 
parlor of the hotel, and by him she sent 
& message to the clerk, requesting that 
a room might be assigned her for a few 
days. The servant returned with card 
and pencil, and she gave her name and 
address, and asked to see the clerk. A 
message was returned that the clerk 
would see her presently. She was kept 
Waiting ten or fifteen minutes, when, in- 
stead of the clerk, the servant again pre- 
sented himself and said that he was 
instructed to inform her that they could 
not give her a room, as they had none 
for her; that the hotel was already full, 
or all the rooms engaged. She saw that 
this was a mere pretence, and mortified, 
alarmed, and indignant she _ protested 
ugainst thus being turned into the 
street, and pleaded for the shelter, protec- 
tion and refreshment which she needed, 
and for which she was abundantly able 
and willing to pay. Again she asked to 
see the clerk. ‘That important functionary 
would not condescend to speak with her, 
and she was told pointedly that she Could 
not remain. 

Not knowing her rights, she saw no 
way open to her but to submit as patient- 
ly as she might to so great an indignity, 
and overwhelmed with cheg in and mor- 
titication, she left the hotel scarcely know- 
ing whitherto turn. She had not the cour- 
age to try at another hotel, after such a 
repulse from the Metropolitan. Fortun- 
ately she remembered that an acquaint- 
ance of former years 


WAS LIVING IN BROOKLYN, 


and there, long after dark, she sought 
ind found hospitality. A gentleman 
whom she met there, hearing ‘ier story, 
determined to ascertain whether it were 
true that at this time the Metropolitan 
iLotel was so full it could not furnish ac 
commodations for one more guest. He 
accordingly went there, engaged a room 
without the slightest difficulty, and re- 
mained there during the night. Tle saw 
no indication that the house was full, and 
was toid by the clerk (for he took pains 
to make particular inquiry) that they had 
plenty of room for more guests, 

This is but one in@dent out of many 
of this kind. Iam told they are of: fre- 
quent occurrence. One which occurred 
several years ago came to my personal 
knowledge.

Southern Trade Prospects. 


The New Orleans journals state that 
while business is not very large nor in- 
creasing rapidly, yet there is steady im 
provement, with a decidedly cheerful 
prospect ahead, as the merchants in the 
city and interior are all low in stock, 
owe little, and have few debts. due them, 
while the planters have produced their 
crops more economically, but owe little, 
from the fact that they could not get 
much credit.

Thus there will be much 
more money in circulation and less locked 
up in bank than usual, and altog: ther, 
the outlook is very hopeful, barring po- 
litical troubles, which they strive to 
overlook. Another element in favor of 
trade is the fact that the cotton crop is 
more confined to the regular cotton belt 
this year than last, and hence more trib- 
utary to New Orleans. Another very 
encouragihg feature comes alike from all 
sections. south, and that is the general re- 
turn to the cash system the past year, and 
hence to more safe and economical living 
aud business habits.

| HORRIBLE DEATH RIDE. 


Hiow Owen O’ Neil was Ground ona 
Wagon Hub for a Distance of 
Twelve Males—Marderers Fas- 
ten Him Between the 
Spring and the Wheel 
—Arrest of the Sup- 
posed Crimi« 
nals, 


Piatrssura, N. Y., Sept. 8.—On the 
morning of Sunday, July 5, 1874, about 
5 o'clock, a ghastly and horrible sight 
met the eyes of Mrs. Owen O’ Neil as she 
eame forth from her dwelling-house, 
which is situated on the turnpike in Al- 
tona, at a distance of eight or nine miles 
from this place. Her husband had 
left home the previous day to comes to 
Plattsburg, and had not returned. Won- 
dering what had been the cause of his de- 
lay, she arose, agtd sag amy out, perceived 
that the wagon which he had taken with 
him was under the shed, as she could see 
the rear end prejecting out. Calling to 
her son, Laurence O'Neil, that his father 
liad not returned, but that the horse and 
wagon were under the shed, she hastened 
out, only to find her husband’s lifeless 
body wedged in between the forward 
spring of the wagon and the hub, his 
head hanging down, his feet on the 
ground, and his left arm between the 
thills and the horse. 

Made frantie by the fearful sight thus 
thrust before ler vision, she continued to 
remove the bodg of him who had left 
her inthe prime of life, healthy and 
strong the day before, from its position, 
and, with the aid of her fatherless child, 
carried it into the house. 

The clothes on the side which had rest- 
ed on the hub were worn to shreds, and 
the flesh was all rubbed off, making a 
wound some ten Inches in length, through 
which the stomae¢h could be seen. There 
was also a wound five inches long near 
the armpit, which exposed the lungs to 
view. Three cuts were found on the 
head, and the body was bruised in sever- 
al places. 

It was at first thought that perhaps he 
had fallen accidentally out of the wagon, 
but it was soon demonstrated that it was 
impossible to fall into the position in 
which he was found, and it became gen 
er lly believed that he had been cruelly 
murdered. 

DEVELOPMENTS AT THE INQUEST. 


A jury was summoned by Coroner La- 
fountain, and the testimony at the inquest 
showed that O'Neil had left Plattsburg 
between 9 and 10 o’clock on the night of 
the 4th, perfectly sober; that one witness 
bad met three men in a wagon, quarrel- 
ing, and that groans had been heard by 
several persons living along the road, 
commencing several miles this side of 
O’Neil’s home. No one had ventured 
out, as all thought it to be some one re- 
turning from a 4th of July spree. The 
coroner’s jury decided that the deceased 
met his death at the hand of some person 
or persons unknown. 

The general belief was that he had 
been attacked on the road shortly after 
he left town, and that, after rendering 
him its nsible, the in! uma wretches 
fastenea him beneath ihe spring, that he 
might die a slow, horrible death on that 
lonely road, through the dark hours of 
the night. What terrible agony an 1 pain 
untold he suffered on that ride to death 
can never be half realized. The most 
savage ingenuity and cunning eould 
scarcely have devised a more bar @ ous 
mode of saifering. 

The indignation of the public was in- 
tense, but so completely had the villians 
covered up all traces of themselves that 
1) One was arrested. No motive could 
« assigned for the deed except personal 
malice, as the deceased did not have 
mich money in his possession. [lis 
wich was gone, however ~ No one who 
would kill him for his money would ever 
have made him suffer as he did; no doubts 
remain but that it was done for revenge 
and to gratify a hellish hatred. 

A deep feeling of sympathy for his 
widow and seven children pervaded the 
whole community, and such a funeral as 
is seldom seen in this section followed 
his remains to the grave. The board of 
supervisors of Clinton county held a 
special session soon after, and offered a 
reward of $1,000 for the apprehension 
of the guilty parties, and the case was 
suffered to merge into forgetfulness until 
Wednesday, August 26, when it was 
igain revived in a manner which added 
ucw interest to it. 

TWO 

On the morning of that day a pusse of 
police proceeded to the residence of a 
tamily named Leonard, on the road on 
which the murder took place, and ar- 
rested two of the sons, Pete and John, on 
a charge of having killed O'Neil. They 
were brought to Plattsburg, and on the 
examination that followed the following 
testimony was bronght out: 

The cause of their arrest was a state- 
ment made by au old man named Gran 
ger, who had been working for several 
farmers in that section, in which it ap- 
pears that on the night after the funeral 
of O'Neil, he left Plattsburg at abeut 10 
o'clock, on his-way to the residence of a 
man named Finnigan. Twice he stopped 
to rest on the way, the second time ina 
little hollow, near a brook which ran 
near the house of the Leonards. Here 
he sat down and lighted his pipe. Ere 
long he observed two men come out of 
the house and go down toward the 
brook by the road fence, whom he recog- 
nized by the aid of the moonlight to be 
Pete and John Leonard, the former car- 
ryingaspade. — 

Upon seeing them come towards him, 
Granger placed his hand over his pipe 
and slid down softly under the cover 
of the bushes. When they arrived at 
the brook John had a bundle in his hand 
and something under his arm, which lat- 
ter fell to the ground, sounding as if it 
were a bar of iron. He commenced to 
wash the garments which the bundle 
contained, and, after some exertion de- 
clared that it seemed as if the blood 
would never come out of the clothes. 
His brother thereupon advised him to 
burn them up. Atthis juncture, a wo- 
man, dressed in her night clothes, came 
out and appealed to them for the honor 
of God to come into the hecuse, as 
enough had been -done _ already. 
Turning to her, ‘‘ Pete”  gruffly 
told. her to take the clothes with 
her into the house and burn them. After 
the woman had departed one of the men 
picked up the bar of iron, remarking 
that he had given O’Neil three or four 
good knocks with it on the thigh, and 
also that if his brother had not taken it 
and struck O'Neil onthe head with it, 
the latter would have put him out ofthe 
wagon, and that he had never thought 
O’ Neil was as strong a man as he proved 
to be. The other said that if he had not 
hit him on the head with it, ‘he would 
have euchred you.” John thought it 
would be best to go to Canada,- but 
‘‘Pete” said that would be equal to a 
confession of guilt. After other conver- 
sation they moved off and went into the 
house, and Granger emerged from his 
hiding place and resumed his journey. 

As may well be expected, he was terri- 
bly frightened while he lay among the 
bushes, and astonished at what he had 
heard, and was very much in doubt as

We regret to see such papers as the 
Savannah News and Augusta Chronicle 
and Sentinel in anywise favoring a call 
for an extra session of the legislature, 
The only ground given for this unnec- 
essary and, in our judgment, unwise step 
is the necessity of correcting an alleged 
error committed by the last legislature, 
in regard to.the constitutional amend- 
ment forbidding the payment of what is 
known asthe “fraudulent bonds.” It is 
urged that the governor should run the 
state to a heavy expense by convening 
the legislature to correct its Own error 
in not including all the obnoxious bonds. 
We beg leave to ask what evidence 
the governor has or could have that 
the legislature made a mistake, 
or failed to do exactly what it in- 
tended to do? It istrue, that Senator 
Hillyer says that he intended to include 
all the bonds in his amendment, and this 
we do not doubt. But his bill, however, 
was read three separate times, on three 
separate days, in both houses, and was 
referred to an intelligent committee se- 
lected from each house—all the time sub- 
ject to change and challenging the closest 
scrutiny. And yet the bill, as originally 
introduced, was passed after this .ordeal, 
Without amendment, and almost with per- 
fect unanimity.
